A u b u r n (N. Y.), August 5th. -T h e best judg­ 
m ent which it is possible to form w ith inform a­ 
tion at hand is that Kem m ler will be executed 
to-morrow m orning. 
‘T don’t propose." said W arden Durston at 
noon, "to state when this m an will betaken off’, 
but this thing is going to be all right.” 
“ Are you golDg to spend your altem oon fish­ 
ing?” he inquired of an individual to whom he 
had been speaking—a plain intim ation th at the 
killing was not to take p ’ace this afternoon, but 
leaving it an open question w hether or not it 
may take place during tne evening. This, how­ 
ever, is im probable. 
Several of the witnesses have arrived this 
m orning, but not more than a quarter of them , 
and it is not likely th at the W arden would em ­ 
ploy the indecent haste which would be in­ 
volved in hurrying his witnesses, travel-stained 
and unbathed, iDto the room where they should 
witness the death of a hum an being before 
having got the cinders oat of their eyes. 
No tidings of Kem m ier’s condition have come 
out of the prison to-day, and any inquiry about 
it has almost ceased to be m ade 
It is now thought likely th at Andrew Crooks, 
a convict, w ill be the m an who will pull the 
deadly lever. The announcem ent has not yet 
been m ade positively, but the circum stances all 
point to it. W arden Durston has finally de­ 
cided to change the execution room, and under 
the direction of Electrician Davis, who arrived 
this m orning, the wires and switch Doard were 
moved, 'th e keepers’ mess room will be the 
new execution room. 
The condem ned m an has kept up his courage 
in a wonderful way. A gentlem an who will be 
present at th e execution visited Kem m ler this 
afternoon. 
He found him perfectly caim , but 
suffering from heat. Kem m ler m ade his will 
again, leaving his books and other little traps to 
Mrs. Durston, DaDiel and a few others who have 
been kiDd to him . This afternoon holy com­ 
m union was adm inistered to Kem m ler by Chap­ 
lain Yates and Rev. Mr. Houghtou. 
The second separate com pany ol the National 
Guard of New York, Captain Kirby, has been 
ordered out for this evening, ostensibly for pa­ 
rade and street drill. This m eans that a cordon 
is to be put about the prison gates. 
Dr. South wick of Buffalo said late this after­ 
noon th at it was not at all likely that the au­ 
topsy would take place before daylight, no 
m atter w hat tim e the execution occurred.

A N O T H E R 
T E R R IB L E 
E X PL O S IO N . 


A D ru g S to re T e rrib ly W re c k e d In D en ­ 
v er. 


D e n v e r , August 5th.—A nother explosion oc­ 
curred here this evening. 
The result will 
probably be more fatal than the one yesterday. 
At 9 (o’clock J. D . Gorrell, a clerk in W. A. 
M itchell’s pharm acy, at the corner oi Twenty- 
third aud Weltou streets, w ent down in the 
cellar for some goods. On reaching the foot of 
the stairs he struck a m atch, when six ten- 
gallon cases of benzine exploded w ith terrific 
force. 
The entire front of the bnilding was blown 
into the street aud a custom er standing by the 
door was hurled some tw enty feet aud badly 
bruised and cut. 
Gorrell was blown out of the cellar by the ex­ 
plosion and escaped by the rear door in some 
m iraculous m anner. He was found a few m in­ 
utes later w andering in the all*-y in a dem ented 
condition from his burns, which were tearful. 
He was taken to the hospital, w here it was 
found th at bis body was one great blister, some 
of the flesh adhering to his clothes when re­ 
moved. His recovery is doubtful. 
Just before the explosion two little girls cam e 
into the store and purchased soda water, but it 
is believed they leit just in tim e to save their 
lives. 
The building took fire im m ediately, and the 
fire departm ent was on the grounds promptly. 
When it arrived the walls were standing, but 
began to totter soon afterw ards, and a second 
later tum bled to the ground, a mass of broken 
tim ber and brick. 
This was so sudden that the firemen were u n ­ 
able to get to a place of safety, and three were 
caught in the ruins. 
Firem an Pat Gallagher 
had both legs brcken and was injured in­ 
ternally, and Charles Craig, driver for the 
chief patrol, had both legs broken, aud was 
badly cnt and bruised. 
The other two were 
severely injured, but not seriously. 
On the second floor of the building were a 
num ber of roomers and it is feared some of 
them , while attem pting to escape, were caught 
in the falling building and crushed to death in 
the ruins. 
The fire was extinguished w ithin half an 
hour after the first alarm . The departm ent and 
a force of m en are now at work clering the 
debris. It is known that all the employe» of 
the store, w ith the exception of Gorrell, es­ 
caped. 
Mr. Mitchell is now in New York city, Gor- 
rell’s people reside in Payne, Ohio.

A bit of truth is 
that Brazil can supply the entire dem and of 
sugar for the United Slates w ithin three or live 
vears. E ither Pernam buco, Bahia or Rio de 
Janeiro uao at two years' uotice produce 500 000 
tous each of brown sugar, even setliDg aside the 
territory in the States of Goyaz and Matto 
Grosso, larger than the whole of France and 
Germany together. The littoral zone of sugar 
production in Brazil extends from 4° north of 
the equator to 26° south of the equator, w ith the 
developm ent of 1,800 m iles oi sea coast and an 
average breadth of 100 m iles into the couutry. 
The land is unsurpassed lor the culture ol sugar 
cane.

IN TH E SENATE. 


W a s h in g t o n , August 5th.—The Senate m et at 
10 o’clock and im m ediately proceeded to the 
consideration of the tariff bill, the pending item 
being a paragraph relating to "cylinder and 
crown glass polished." 
Berry addressed the Senate on the general 
subject oi tariff legislation. He denied the cor­ 
rectness of Hlscocx's assertiou th at the question 
had been finally settled at the last Presidential 
election. The m ajority of the Am erican people, 
Berry asserted, had not theu declared in favor 
of the protective theory, but rather in favor of 
tlie party that advocated a tariff for revenue 
only. Sooner or later the right would prevail 
and then, but not until then, could it be said 
th at the question was finally settled. Under 
the wire, prudent and patriotic adm inistration 
of Grover Cleveland, the surplus in tbe Treasury 
had accum ulated, but now, at the close ol one 
session of Congress under a Republican a d ­ 
m inistration, the question was how to guard 
against a deficiency. Aud yet, instead of m eet­ 
ing that deficiency in a way som ewhat just, in­ 
stead of 
imposing 
an income tax on the 
w ealthier classes, it was proposed to add to the 
burdens that were borne by the poor. 
Wilson ot Louisiana replied to Berry. 
He 
read for that gentlem an’s inform ation an article 
from the Port Dodge, Ia., Mettengtr contrasting 
the condition of tbe farm er and workiDginaii 
now and ten years ago, aud showing the great 
reduction th at bad taken pluce in prices of 
household and agricultural im plem ents and 
the necessary commodities w ithin th at decade. 
The discussion continued for a long tim e, and 
at its close an am enam eui offered by MoPber- 
son to paragraph 166, as to the sizes of window- 
glass, was accepted by Aldrich and agreed to. 
The paragraph referring to rough plate glass 
was, on motiou of Aldrich, agreed to as it cam e 
from the House, except th at the description in 
the proviso was modified so as to m ake it ap 
ply to such glass when ground or otherwise ob­ 
scured, and the eommitt>e am endm ent was 
agreed to. 
The next paragraph, as to “cast polished 
plate-glass uutilvered,” was, on motiou of Al­ 
drich, m ade to read, “cast polished plate-glass, 
finished or unfinished, and unsilvered ” 
After discussing oilier paragraphs the Senate 
adjourned.

W a s h in g t o n , August 5th.—Iu the House to­ 
day Bingham of Pennsylvania moved to lay on 
the table tbe motiou (which has been pending 
some time) to reconsider the vote by w hich the 
House passed the bill to grant leave of absence 
to clerks in first and second-class Postoffices. 
The motion to reconsider was tabled. 
Snyder of Minnesota, rising to a question of 
privilege, denounced as & falsehood an article 
m a Detroit paper stating th at at a conference 
betweeu the Minnesota delegation and Speaker 
Reed relative to certain im provem ents of ihe 
Sault St. Marie canal the Speaker declared, "To 
hell w ith your inland sea.” 
McKinley of Ohio, lrom the Committee on 
Rules, reported a substitute for Cummings' res­ 
olution asking the Secretary of the Navy for 
tbe reasons for an increase 01 the force at the 
Kittery Navy Yard. 
In speaking to the resolution. Cummings of 
New 5 ork said th at he rose in defense of public 
m orality aud public law, which had been m en­ 
aced by a high official. The order re creasing 
tbe force of the Kittery Navy Yard looked as 
though tbe design was to use Executive power 
for partisan purposes, He referred to the great 
evil' which would result from the introduction 
of polities in the navy yard», and going back to 
tbe adm inistration ot the Navy D epartm ent by 
Secretary Robeson, cam m ented severely upon 
tbe action of th at official in filling tbe navy 
yards w ith partisan lriends just previous to 
Congressional elections. He charged th at the 
Kittery yard was used for political purposes, and 
quoted figures to show that previous to elections 
the list o f employes was m uch larger th an it 
was a m onth or two afterwards. 
Boutelle sai l he felt like m aking an apology 
for answ ering the rem arkable dem onstration 
th at had been m ade by the gentlem an from 
New York. The gentlem an, in his search for a 
sensation, had worked him self np to a high 
state of excitem ent over the fact th at the Sec­ 
retary of the Navy had really possessed the 
hardihood to obey tbe m andatory instructions 
of Congress. 
In tbe rem arks m ade and in the 
newspapers there was a strong im plication th at 
somebody hod an iaea that iu Maine and New 
Hampshire- there was a purpose to practice the 
colonization 
method. 
Tne 
Constitution of 
Maine provides that every voter shall have a 
legal residence of three m onths at the place 
w here he was to vote. 
The resolution was then adopted. 
Lacey of Iowa subm itted the m ajority report 
on the Clayton-Breckenridge election case. The 
report, w hich declares the seat vacant, was or­ 
dered printed and laid over. 
The House then w ent into Committee of the 
Whole on the general deficiency bill. W ithout 
disposing of tbe bill the com m ittee rose aud the 
House adjourned.

W a s h in g t o n , August 5th.—Naval officers, es­ 
pecially the engineers, are m uch pleased w ith 
the reports from San Francisco giving the re­ 
sults of the prelim inary trial of the new cruiser 
San Francisco, and are more confident than 
ever that she w ill exceed th e contract require­ 
m ents on the offiuial trial, w hich will take 
place on tbe loth or the 11th inst. It is fully ex­ 
pected she w ill develop at least twenty knots, 
being one knot in excess ol her contract, which 
if m ade will net her contractors $3 0,606 in tlie 
wav ol premiums. With a speed of ten knots 
under only half press ire, and with the engines 
m aking a m axim um o f sixty-six revolutions, 
as reported, it is considered only reasonable to 
anticípale twice that speed under full pressure 
w i'h a lltb e conditious favorable. Naval engi­ 
neers naturally are auxious to see the record of 
19’ , knots, m ade by the Philadelphia on her 
official trial beaten, for the reason that tbe for­ 
m er is the first oi the new cruisers having m a­ 
chinen' designed by the Bureau of Engineering. 
Commodore Mellvdle, Chief Engineer of the 
Navy, to-day received the following telegram 
from Chief engineer F. A. Wilson, 111 charge of 
ihe construction of the engines of the crn b er 
San Fraucisco, S"OU to have her cfiicial trial: 
“ The San Francisco ran five hours Saturday 
and seven hours Sunday, w iih steam up to 139 
p-nmds, revolutions, 92; m axim um vacuum , 27 
aud 28; two boilers, forced draught, half inch 
pressure, engine woi king well.”

lit its report the com m ittee, alter reviewing 
the history of past legislation, says that th e Act 
of 1582 had nor long been in force w hen it was 
discovered that a system atic effort was being 
m a le to evade its term s of exclusion, and in 
1883 there were landed at San Francisco alone 
3.014 Chinese including a large class who were 
without certificares, but claim ed they were in 
the country at the date of the last treaty. These 
were perm itted to laud under w rit of habeas 
corpus issued by the Courts 
The Act of October 1. 1888, provided against 
the return of laborers, but did not provide 
against the coming of Chinese laborers who 
were never in the United States. The bill now 
under consideration proposes a settlem ent of 
th at question. It m akes cxclusiou perm anent 
and thoroughly effective. 
The report refers to the disposition shown to 
reopen the question of the propriety of exclu- 
siou based 011 a statem ent th at the Chinese are 
never found in prisons and poor-houses, and are 
peaceful and law-abiding. In answ er to these 
statem ents tables are produced to show that in 
ten years 2,765 Chinese were arrested in San 
Francisco alone, a rd a statem ent is m ade by 
the Chief of Police to the effect th at the 
Chinese com m it more crim es iu proportion to 
th eir num ber th an any race in the oily; th at 
they are vicious and im nwral and dangerous to 
tbe young of b~th sexes of other races. 
Chairm an Hitt presented a m inority report, 
dissenting from the favorable aclion of the m a­ 
jority up..u the bill, as he says it is itt conflict 
w itn the treaty now in force, to which tbe faith 
of the United States is pledged, and which de­ 
clares th at tbe United States m ay regulate, 
lim it or suspend such coming or residence, but 
m ay not absolutely prohibit it.

Citizens' 
Committee of St. Paul had another conierence 
w ith the Secretary of the Interior to-day in 
reference to ihe proposed recount ol the popula­ 
tion of th at city. Tne com m ittee m ade a care­ 
ful exam ination of the frauds in the enum era­ 
tion and presented ihe Secretary w ith their 
conclusions. 1 he com m ittee finds an Insurance 
m ap to some extent used as a basis lor ihe 
charges, wholly unreliable iorcensus purposes, 
being only intended tor iusur&uce purposes, 
and leaving out certain districts altogether. 
The com m ittee found a num ber o ’ errors in the 
work of those who made the exam ination upon 
which tlie recount is based, aud while freely 
adm itting the work of enum erating nine of the 
city districts has been so carelessly and inaccu­ 
rately done as to render investigation aud cor­ 
rection necessary, they strongly objected to a 
recount of the whole city as unnecessary and 
unjust to its people. 
The com m ittee presented tw o propositions to 
the Secretare, either of which they believed to 
be satisfactory to the Secretary and the citizens 
of St. Paul. The first was a full recouDt of the 
cin e districts to be had under the direction of 
Superintendent Porter. The second was to re­ 
turn 'h e schedules of these uine districts to St.

T H E LAWLESSNESS IN SAN FRANCISCO. 


It is a m atter of no little curious inter­ 
est bow long the people of San Fran­ 
cisco propose to subm it to some of their 
chief industrial business houses being kept 
under a state of siege. 
The whole system 
of picket lines as adopted by the striking 
molders is in violation of the law. 
It 
constitutes a conspiracy to do an unlawful 
act, and the tragic occurrences of the last 
few days make this clear. T he pop of the 
pistol in the streets of the metropolis has 
become so frequent that we begin to think 
the people of the chief city of the State 
are terrorized, and absolutely need the 
guardianship of the m ilitia of the interior 
counties. 
The jxdice appear to be para­ 
lyzed and unable to do more than now and 
then pursue an offender and make an ar­ 
rest for an offense committed upon the 
highway. 
As preventive agencies the 
forces of patrolmen and detectives appear 
to be worthless. 
The cause of labor rightly promoted in 
the direction of the betterm ent of the 
moral and physical condition of wage- 
earners has the countenance of all think­ 
ing men. 
W hen it is diverted and made a 
means of terrorizing the people, controlling 
private business, dictating how a man 
shall conduct his private affairs, whom he 
may and whom he shall not employ, it 
becomes despotism and all physical action 
under it is riotous and antagonistic to the 
best interests of the community. 
The 
striking molders in San Francisco have 
gone to the extent that makes their cause 
an offense and their action a crime. 
They 
m ust be given to understand that these as­ 
saults amd shootings will no longer be 
tolerated. 
If the city of San Francisco 
cannot protect her people against the 
danger of these street brawls the power of 
the State of California must be exercised 
to afford the city that peace to which its 
people are entitled. 
We are told by local journals of the 
metropolis that at the indignation gather­ 
ings of the strikers and their sympathizers, 
there is little regret expressed for the tragic 
events of Saturday evening, but that the 
chief complaint is that the men assailed by 
strikers use weapons to defend themselves 
when they are assaulted by the fists of the 
strikers. 
This is in itself the coufession of 
condemnation. 
I t amounts to a claim 
th a t the strikers have a right to beat their 
opponents to a jelly, and that the victims 
are expected to offer no resistance with 
arms. The molders do not appear to pause 
long enough to think of the assaults in 
th e first instance as offenses, nor that one 
assailed has no guaranty that his assailant 
is not armed. 
True, the presumption of 
th e law is that no man goes armed unlaw­ 
fully, because the law forbids the carrying 
of concealed weapons without permission 
of the police authorities. 
But as a matter 
of fact we all know that the law is ignored, 
and th a t^ rm s are as thick in concealed 
pockets on the highways of the metropolis 
as the crossing flagstones are numerous. 
Mr. Valentine, the head of the striking 
moiders, declares that these brawls, kill­ 
ings and pistol practice pursuits in the 
streets of San Francisco are tlje result of 
the manufacturers’ refusal to settle the 
strike. This expression is to I* interpreted 
in but one way; that is, the rioting and 
the state of siege, the knock-downs and 
the pistol practice are due to the fact that 
the manufacturersexercise their undeniable 
right to refuse to employ certain men on the 
term s the latter dictate. 
Or, in other 
words, that rioting and bloodshed result 
because the strikers do not succeed in co­ 
ercing men to their way of thinking. 
If 
this is abstractly true, it affords the strik­ 
ers no sort of excuse, but rather aggravates 
their offending. They are fostering a pro­ 
ceeding that results in death, heatings and 
a state of siege, and their reply to a 
demand that these things cease is, “Then 
make the other fellows yield.” 
T hat is 
the every day logic of the argument, and 
there is no escaping it.

specting levees embraces not only inside 
and top examination, but inspection from 
the waterside, and probing for quicksands 
at points threatening to cave off.

need for this has been recently demon­ 
strated in our own levee system, where, 
upon the Sacramento front, a considerable 
section has caved away, due to under-wash 
that was not discoverable from the top of 
the levee. 
But whatever our friends be­ 
low the city do, we trust they will do with 
thoroughness; that they will not be con­ 
tent with a few inches added here and 
there, but that they will make their levees 
high, broad roadways; a new highway 
line indeed for reaching the city, and 
travel upon which will conserve the integ­ 
rity of the embankments. 


A bout as absurd a proposition as was 
ever put forward, is that relative to the 
validity of the warrant for the execution 
of Kemmler. 
It is claimed that as the 
last day of the lim it within which the 
W arden may execute the criminal is a non­ 
judicial day, therefore the w arrant to the 
W arden is invalid. T hat is to say, because 
the W arden m ight delay the execution un­ 
til a non-legal day, and then be prevented 
from carrying out the orders of the war­ 
rant, therefore the order for the execution 
is w ithout force for any day of the same 
week. 
This is the very refinement of ab­ 
surdity. If the murderers of the land are to 
go free on such technical points, there will 
he an end of order, law and justice, 
the sooner such maxims to which law­ 
yers most pin their faith are relegated to 
the closets of forgetfulness and rubbish the 
better. 


I f the horrible story of the inhum an 
treatm ent of political prisoners in Mace­ 
donia turns oat to be true, the dictates of 
a common hum anity will demand that 
Christian nations shall address the Porte 
and advise im mediate reformation of the 
abuses. 
The story now told seems incred­ 
ible, so horrible are its details. 
But from 
w hat is known already of Turkish barbar­ 
ity to prisoners, it is not unlikely th at the 
tale will be found to be verity in the 
main.

PEC U LIA R DECISION. 


T h e S u p re m e C o u rt H e lp s S to c k to n O u t 
o f th e F o u rth C lass. 
Clerk W illiams, of the Supreme Court, 
has received the opinion of the Court in 
the case of the People ex rel. George A 
Johnson, Attorney-General, vs. B. F. Bag- 
ley et al. 
The m atter passed upon by the Court is 
an appeal from a judgm ent entered for the 
defendants upou stipulated facts in a quo 
warranto proceeding prosecuted by the At­ 
torney-General against them to determine 
their right to exercise the official powers 
and functions of the City Council of the 
city of Stockton, of which they claimed 
and we.e adjudged by the Superior Court 
to be the only constituted members. 
Stockton is a city of the fourth class, and 
the Constitution of the State provides that 
its Council shall consist of a Mayor and 
twelve Councilmen. Stockton's new char­ 
ter provides that the Council shall consist 
of five members, and at the recent election 
the five defendants were elected as such 
The old Council still determined to hold 
office, and did so, claiming that by virtue 
of the Constitution they were the legal 
Councilmen, as no legal successors had 
beea elected. The question for the Court 
to decide, then, was as to which of these 
two sets was the proper one. The position 
of the appellant is that the Act ot March 
13, 1883, is the general law. and confl cts 
with the provisions of the present charter 
—the Act calling for twelve Councilmen 
and the charter for five. 
The Supreme Court holds, however, that 
the city of Stockton remains a city of the 
fourth class and was operated under the 
8tate law, until the Legislature approved a 
new and different charter adopted by the 
elec'ors of the city, and that the new char­ 
ter when it was approved by the Legisla 
ture entirely superseded the form er char­ 
ter. This being so, the city of Stockton 
ceased to exist as a city of the fourth class, 
and passed out of and beyond the scope of 
the Act mentioned. The judgm ent of the 
lower Court in favor of the defendant* is 
therefore confirmed. 


SOCIAL AND PERSONAL. 


To-morrow the residents in the district 
south of the city ate to hold a levee meet­ 
ing. It is said that a spirit now dominates 
among them that means thorough recon­ 
struction of their levee system and the 
m aking of it impregnable to the assaults 
•of the river. 
Let us hope that this is 
true and that the people interested will 
act in that direction. 
It would lie econ­ 
omy on their part to sj>cnd a sum equal to 
one-fourth the value of their lands in 
order to remove the annual menace to 
their property. 
In fact, their lands are 
now the most valuable in the State, and 
should they put one-fourth the sum into 
complete 
protection 
they would 
still 
possess acres fairer, more productive and 
desirable than any in the State of Califor­ 
nia. 
These our neighbors are now amply 
protected on the north by the magnificent 
levees of this city. 
They share equally 
w ith us in the benefits of the American 
river embankments without a cent of cost 
to them. 
They can well afford, therefore, 
to secure us on the south front back water 
iby making their front levees invincible. 
If the “ Pocket” people would put in 
such emptying machinery as is in use on 
the lower islands they could keep their 
whole section dry and bring under culti­ 
vation a great acreage that is now practi­ 
cally useless. 
But that is a secondary 
m atter and will be attended to in tim e; 
self-interest will prompt them to such ac­ 
tion. 
The question now before them is 
levee reform. 
We say to them that any 
patchwork will be folly. 
They cannot 
afford to have any more of this business of 
fighting the rise of the waters by inches. 


— W h a t th e y need to da i* to m ak e th e ir 
embankments so high, thick and strong 
and keep them so clear of attractions for 
rodents that the whole resident portion of 
th e district can slumber in peaceful con­ 
tent when the river is at tiie highest pos­ 
sible flood bight. They tan afford to do 
precisely that. 
It wiil cost considerable 
monev, but its expenditure will more than 
repay; even if the sum has to lie borrowed 
at current rates of interest it will be a 
wise investment, an economic procedure.

Santa Cr u z, A ugust 3 , 1890. 
Cam p Stanford is the prettiest cam p ever 
h eld in Santa Cruz by the First A rtillery 
R egim ent, and probably the most pictur­ 
esque o f any th at has been laid out by the 
S tate m ilitia. 
I t is located in the large 
field about three-quarters of a m ile north 
an d west of the city, and the tents are 
pitched about 500 yards south of where 
th e R egim ent cam ped five years ago, w hen 
th e Division E ncam pm ent was held here. 
T he cam p is at the foot of tw o large h ills 
—one on the right and th e other in 'th e 
rear. 
Ju st 108 tents have beeu pitched, 
an d there is am ple room for everyone. 
Each com pany has thirteen wall-tents- 
Ten of them are for the enlisted m en, and 
three for the com m issioned officers. 
Com ­ 
pany G occupies the row on the extrem e 
left. 
Across the street Com pany C is q u ar­ 
tered, and adjoining them comes Com pany 
A 's line of tents. 
Across the m ain avenue, 
opposite A ’s quarters, are Com pany F ’s 
tents, and to the right of them Com pany 
E. 
Captain Cook and his Com oany B oc­ 
cupy th e row on the right of the cam p. 
Colonel G uthrie’s 
tent is a handsom e, 
large one, and on either side are those of 
th e st8fl officers. 
T he band, signal corps, 
and non-com m issioned staff are in the 
rear of the headquarters’ tent. 
Tw o tents w hich a person first m eets in 
com ing into cam p by the road constitute 
the guard house. 
T ne dining tables and 
kitchen are about 100 yards to the rear and 
w est of the cam p. 
They are adm irably 
located am ong th e trees and are shaded at 
all tim es of the day. 
As an extra precau­ 
tion, however, canvas has been stretched 
above the tables w here the enlisted m en 
eat. 
T he table for the officers and ladies is so 
well secluded that it needs no canopy. 
In describing the cam p it w ould not do 
to om it m ention of L ieutenant M aydwell, 
th e Q uarterm aster of the regim ent, who 
superintended its laying out, and w ho has 
m ore w ork to look after than probably any 
officer in the cam p. 
U nder his direction 
every little detail was perfected. 
H e had 
built a shed for the purpose of storing the 
supplies, and it w ill be found to be a great 
convenience. 
B arney Dean did not take the contract 
for superintending th e culinary depart­ 
m ent, so the regim ent hired its ow n cooks 
an d w aiters. 
T he special train carrying the regim ent 
an d friends arrived here at 7 o’clock S un­ 
day m orning, having come by way of O ak­ 
land. 
A large n um ber of Santa Crnz peo­ 
ple and visitors were at the depot to m eet 
th e troops, and th e scene was an anim ated 
one w hen the regim ent and the excursion­ 
ists alighted from th e train at the station. 
T he m arch to th e cam p was m ade in 
about h alf an h o u r and breakfast was 
found aw aiting th e soldiers. 
It was a 
hearty m eal, too, th at they ate, for every­ 
body was hungry and the victuals were 
good. 
As L ieutenant O rm sby expressed it, 
“ E ven the plates w ere w arm ed.” 
A fter breakfast the w ork of arranging 
th e quarters was com m enced and every­ 
body worked. In a short tim e everything 
w as in order and som e of th e tents were 
very prettily decorated. T he m ain struggle 
w as for straw , and the large stack was soon 
leveled to the ground. 
Colonel G uthrie found his ten t h an d ­ 
som ely decorated w ith flowers. 
T he work 
h ad been done by Mrs. J . H . R aym ond, 
Miss B. Boston and F. L. Clark of Santa 
Cruz. 
T here was a profusion of ferns and 
flowers of m any descriptions and the deco­ 
ratio n was quite complete. 
D ress-parade was held this evening at 5 
o’clock and guard m ount half an hour 
Me»-. 
Captain Cook was Officer of the 
and Lieutenants Sim onds and Hevel 
Officers of the Guard. 
E ight posts have 
been established around the cam p. 
M ayor Bow m an and m any Santa Crnz 
people visited the cam p to-day.

first night 
of the 
regim ent in 
cam p was a com paratively 
quiet one. 
V ery few ventured dow n tow n, as all 
w ere only too anxious to enjoy a good 
n ig h t’s rest after th e trials of the p re­ 
vious night on th e train. 
By taps at 11 p , 


m . everybody was in cam p, and until m orn­ 
in g daw ned the only sounds to disturb the 
stillness were the occasional calls of the 
sentries repeating the “ all is w ell” cries at 
every half hour. 
A t half-pas! 5 this m orning the boom of 
th e cannon aroused the cam pers w ith a 
start, and all aw oke m uch refreshed. After 
breakfast there was field battalion drill, but 
on account of the fog w hich prevailed d u r­ 
ing the m orning there were very few visit­ 
ors.

A lex an d er S teven son Sim ply D istu rb ed 
M rs. J o h n so n ’s P e a c e . 
T he case of A lexander Stevenson, the 
colored m an charged w ith disturbing the 
peace and burglary, was heard in th e Po­ 
lice Court yesterday. 
T he principal witness for the prosecution 
was Mrs. Jennie Jonnson, also colored, 
who lives on T hird street, betw een M and 
N . She testified th at on Snnday afternoon 
Stevenson boldly w alked into the house 
and w anted to talk w ith her. 
She ordered 
him out, and he finally left, but soon re­ 
tu rn ed aud tried to break in through the 
w indow . 
H er husband happened along, 
and the two had som e words, after w hich 
Stevenson drew a revolver and discharged 
it into the air. She adm itted being ac­ 
quainted w ith Stevenson. 
U pon the conclusion of M rs. Jo hnson’s 
testim ony the City A ttorney m oved to dis­ 
m iss the charge of burglary against Ste­ 
venson, as it was evident from herstatem ent 
th at Stevenson had no burglarious in ten ­ 
tions. 
T he charge of disturbing the peace, 
how ever, h e thought, w ould be easily 
proved. 
E x-Judge G. G. Davis, Stevenson’s atto r­ 
ney, announced th at his client pleaded 
guilty to th at charge. 
Som e m ore evidence was then taken in 
order to inform the Court as to the m agni­ 
tude of Stevenson’s offense, and upon its 
conclusion th e defendant was fined $20. 


FISH EE WAS LUCKY.

George Fisher, who, on M onday, pleaded 
guilty to a charge of attem pting to vote 
illegally at the recent Eepublican prim ary 
election, appeared in the Police Court yes­ 
terday for sentence.

H e th en im posed a fine of $10 upon

It appears th a t d arin g the w inter, w hen 
th e road was overflowed, residents of th at 
vicinity traveled across 
M rs. H ensley’s 
land. T he com m unication was placed on 
file. 
I t is likely the Board will allow the lady 
som ething for the use of h er land. 
On m otion of Mr. Black the sum of 
$72 90 was ordered transferred from the 
general road fund to Road D istrict No. 21 
to pay the cost of repairing a bridge in 
th a t district. 
Road Overseer H ouston, of D istrict No. 
20, asked perm ission to expend $50 in re­ 
pairing a bridge near B enson’s F erry on 
th e M okeium ne river. 
O n m otion of Mr. Tebbets, the m atter 
was referred to the C om m ittee on Roads 
and Bridges. 
A t th e afternoon session the Board took 
up the m atter of the letting of a contract 
for the construction of 600 feet of trestle- 
w ork on the U pper Stockton road in the 
vicinity of H icksville, on the H icksville 
grade. 
A t the last m eeting of the Board 
th e C om m ittee on Roads and Bridges filed 
w ith the County Clerk plans and specifica­ 
tions therefor, believing th at to be the 
proper way ol procedure. 
A num ber of bidders were present at 
yesterday’s session, w hen the bids were to 
be opened. 
Bids for the w ork were received as fol­ 
lows :

T ne sam e firm subm itted plans of their 
own, w ith separate bids. 
On m otion of Mr. Bates, the bids were 
referred to the C om m ittee on contracts. 
One of the defeated contractors stated to 
the Board th at he was satisfied the county 
was getting good work at a figure so low 
th at he was certain there could be no job 
in it. 
B arry & Co. were the low est bidders, and 
being experienced, w ell-know n an d re­ 
sponsible contractors, will doubtless re­ 
ceive the contract for the w ork. Mr. B arry, 
how ever, called th e attention of the Board 
to im perfections in the plans on w hich the 
bids were m ade. 
These called for a 16-foot 
structure, w hereas it should be, he thought, 
at least tw enty feet wide, so th at team s 
could pass thereon at night. 
F u rth er, the 
plans called for but three rows of piles, 
whereas, in his opinion, there should be 
four.

Captain Lee thought th at the facts in the 
case had not been laid before the Court, 
ow ing to the absence of the officers who 
were present on the preceding evening and 
had heard the statem ents of eye wimesses. 
H e suggested that, as the w ounded m an 
•was about to be rem oved to th e County 
H ospital, he be consulted in regard to the 
nature of the com plaint th at should be 
lodged agrinst Brown and M athena. 
Schaefer was visited, and the result was 
th at he sw ore to a com plaint charging 
Brow n and M athena w ith assault to m u r­ 
der. 
The m en were arrested between 2 and 
3 o'clock, aud will have to answ er to som e­ 
thing m ore serious than m ete battery. 
Captain Lee said last night that some 
ram bling statem ent m ade by Schaefer in 
the m orning, and others by persons who 
were not fam iliar w ith the tacts, had m is­ 
led the Court in the m atter. 
A t the tim e 
the Court was in session no com plaint had 
been filed against Brown and M athena, and 
none present knew th at the explanations 
m ade by the defendants were not reliable.

New Y ork. August 5th —The Ihrald corre­ 
spondence from Lima, under date of July 31st, 
says: The struggle for the Presidency o! Peru is 
still engaging public attention, and it is ieared 
serious trouble will yo: result. Since the re­ 
tirem ent of Don Nicolas de Pierola. the alleged 
favorite of the people, there ar ■ tw o candidates 
in I he field—Dr. Francisco Kosas, President of 
the Senate, aud Colonel Remigio Morales Ber­ 
mudez, who is iavored by the Government. 
Bermudez has never particularly distinguished 
him self as a statesm an, although he is Vice­ 
President and present executive. He is a good 
soldier and has an arm y at his back. The Vice­ 
President on the Bermudez ticket is Dr. Pedro 
del Solar, who is of confessedly high ability, 
and who doubtless would be the m oving agent 
behind the Presidential chair. General Pace res, 
President, is m anifest'y a supporter of Berm u­ 
dez, regarding Mr. Solar as his co u -selor, and 
w ill do everything possible toward defeating 
the desires of Cougress in electing Rosas. 
In the Republic generally the votes of the 
people were given to Bermudez, but as the pre­ 
fects of the several departm ents m erely obeyed 
the orders from headquarters, the object of Con­ 
gress w ill be to nullity the elections on the pre­ 
tex t of fraud, aud declare the legal choice of 
the country is Rosas- Should this occur, there 
can be but little dtm bt th at im m ediate trouble 
and bloodshed would follow, and some are au- 
d a Ions enough to believe th at President Ca- 
cercs would im itate the exam ple ot Cromwell 
and proclaim him self D ictator until another 
vote could be taken. 
Outbreaks have already occurred iu the streets 
of Lima, the populace assaulting Dr. Rosas and 
his friends w hen issuing from the prelim inary 
sessions of the Senate, and being opposed in 
their violence by the police, on" m au was killed 
and several of the Resistas m altreated. 
Iu the 
official report the Chief ot Police lay all the 
blam e on the friends of Dr. Rosas, who were 
arm d w ith revolvers and used them , but omits 
to state that they did so in defending their 
lives.
